. To his Excellency, Erus N. Conway, 


Governor of the State of Arkansas: 
Sir:—Pursuant to the requirement of the statute, I take plea- 
sure in submitting to your excellency a report of my official 


transactions from the 12th day of January, 1857, until the 30th . 


day of September, 1858, including the fractional first guarter, 
and the second, third and fourth guarters of the year 1857, and 
the first, second and third quarters of the present yéar. 
During that period, I have collected and paid into the trea- 
sury of the State of Arkansas, eighty-five thousand, four hundred 
and seventy-seven dollars and eighty-nine cents. Of this amount 


the sum of sixty-seven thousand, eight hundred and twenty-eight. 


. dollars and forty-seven cents, was on account of the internal 
improvement fund; the sum of thirteen thousand, nine hundred 
‘and sixty-five dollars and forty-one cents, was on account ofthe 
seminary fund; the sum of three thousand, five hundred and thirty- 
one dollars and forty cents, was on account of the saline fund; 
and the sum of one hundred and jifty-two dollars and sixty-one 
cents was collected on notes given to the State of Arkansas for 
bank lands. ; 
In addition to this, I have received, as collaterals, some three 
thousand dollars in drafts, that have not yet matured, but which, 
when paid, will be paid into the treasury and applied to the 
proper credits. | 
I have, also, returned to the auditor, for ‘forfeiture, eleven

thousand, seven hundred and forty-siz and 17:100 acres of land 

belonging to the 500,000 acre grant, and ome thousand, three 

hundred and eleven and 38-100 acres belonging to the seminary 

grant, making in the aggregate thirteen thousand, fifty-seven and 

55-100 acres, the greater part of which, I believe, has been: 
again sold to good and resonsible individuals, and some of it 

at a rate above the minimum price. — ` 

There is a general disposition, on the part of a majority of 
the debtors to the state to pay up, and obtain titles to their 
lands; but owing to the. shortness of the crops last year, 
and the financial panic, and resulting scarcity of money, col- 
lections have been shorter this year, so far, than I was led to 
anticipate"from the promises made last year. 

As attorney for the Bank of the State of Arkansas, early. in- 
last year, in order to facilitate collections and to aid in ascer- 
taining, if possible, the exact condition of the affairs of said 
bank, the following circular was sent to the clerk of the cireuit 
court of each county in the state:

'I have collected on account of the said bank the sum of three 
thousand and fifty four dollars and ten cenis, in the bonds and 
coupons of said bank, which were filed with the financial re- 
ceiver, making in all, the amount collected and paid over, on 
account of the said several funds, as follows, to-wit:
